BLOCK ISLAND IS NOT FOR SALE 

The Hamptons Police landed in a bit of hot water 
this week after Rhode Island officials learned 
the department had deployed its Virginia-class 
nuclear submarine, Jaws VIII, into waters around 
Block Island in order to survey and measure the 
landmass for a proposed Hamptons Municipal 
Board purchase. 

According to sources within the Municipal 
Board, they had indeed asked that the sub’s 
Captain Curley McGruff “get some data” about 
the island, which sits just 14 miles to the east 
of Montauk Point. Hamptons Police spokesman 


aie Hirsch confirmed the reports on ue 


“We were told the Board was eyeing Block 
Island for purchase due to its close proximity 
to the Hamptons and its connection to this 
region, including such events as the annual Block 
Island Challenge paddle from Montauk,” Hirsch 
explained. “We only learned later that Rhode 
Island has no intention or interest in selling to 
the Hamptons or anyone else for that matter,” he 


- continued. “The Hamptons Police Department 


is not to blame here—we were only following a 
direct order from our governing body.” 

Soon after word got out about the clandestine 
surveys, Municipal Board officials ordered 
the submarine back to local waters, and it has 
resumed regular patrols in search of boating 


violations and other waterborne crime. The © 


Hamptons Municipal Board has refused to 
answer questions, but it appears they’ve backed 
off from efforts to purchase Block Island.

BUNK PARKING SPOTS CONSIDERED 
“theitt several incidents that nearly led to 


violence as drivers fought over parking spots in 
East Hampton this summer, Hamptons Police 
Traffic Control consultants are considering 
building “bunk parking spots” in the village’s 
busy Reutershan Parking Lot. 

The stacked two-car spots, which function like 
a bunk bed for parked cars and use a rotating lift 
system, would be the first of their kind in this 
country. They have become increasingly popular 
in Asia’s most densely populated cities, such 
as Tokyo, Japan, and could be just what East 
Hampton needs, police and village officials say. 

“These innovative parking spots would double 
the capacity in East Hampton’s busiest lot,” 
Hirsch says. “Of course we would have to rely on 
drivers to be patient with one another as cars are 
raised and lowered upon parking and retrieval, 
but we would expect nothing less from our year- 
round citizens and many summer visitors. Just 
picture it—this could bring blissful harmony 
to a parking lot that has long been known for 
ugly interactions and frustration,” the police 
spokesman adds. “Heck, people might even make 
friends while waiting together, especially with all 
the density stresses resolved.”

him out, then asked him on her microphone to 
come out to the mound, where she could engage 
him in conversation. He did that and allowed 
that no, he wouldn’t play in the game but he’d 
be happy to umpire the first inning, calling balls 
and strikes. 

As I am the longtime starting umpire calling 
balls and strikes, I handed the ball to him and 
stepped aside for that inning. When it concluded, 
he handed the ball to me to continue on into the 
second inning. And this sparked a memory. 

In 1988, I had just finished calling balls and 
strikes for the first inning when Leif Hope, the 
manager of the game, walked over to me on the 
mound behind the pitcher and said they had an 
important guest he’d like to have pitch the next 
inning. The man came out and Leif told me who 
he was—Bill Clinton, the Governor of Arkansas. 
I handed him the ball and I spoke first to Leif, 
quietly. 

“What has the Governor of Arkansas got to do 
with the Artists-Writers Game?” I said this in a 
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whisper. Leif said, “Trust me, it’s important.” 

“If you need any help with your umpiring,” I 
told Governor Clinton, “I'll be over at third base, 
umpiring there.” Then I trotted off the field. . 

At that time I was 49 years old. He was 41. 

_ As I left the field this year, having handed him 
the ball to umpire the first inning, I felt an odd 
emotion. I wouldn’t call it jealousy. It was just that 
he had gone on to do so much in his life compared 
to what I had done with my life. So now he’d 
gotten a promotion. Back then, he umpired the 
perond inning. Now it was the first inning. 

_ I do also recall back then he was a fine umpire. 

He knew the game quite well. Now for the first 
inning he still was excellent, although once the 
announcer on the microphone from behind the 
backstop noted after one particular pitch, “if the 
President says it’s a strike, it’s a strike.” 
_ And then after the first inning, I got the 
satisfaction of having him hand back the ball 
to me to umpire the second (which of course I 
did flawlessly, except for all those calls where 
the players were yelling at me). As he did that, I 
pointed out to him that he was giving me what I 
had once given him, and he got it. Bill Clinton’s 
earlier appearance umpiring the Artist-Writers 
game is described in his 2004 book, My Life. 

_ A few other notes about the game: 


_ This event, now three-quarters of a century old, _ 


ois place in what had at one time been a very 
quiet center of downtown, behind the stores. Now 
the place is bustling with activity. A Chamber of 
Commerce outdoor fair was going on around the 
bend i in the park, beyond foul territory in right 
field, out of sight but not out of hearing distance. 
We heard the sounds of the fair, they heard the 
cheers from the softball crowd. The two joyful 
events enhanced each other, in my opinion. And 


during the seventh inning stretch, about 30 kids, 


between maybe 4 and 10, came to the game and 
ran once around the bases, happy to join the fun. 

There are so many cars downtown on every 
summer weekend. I think on game day the village 
should provide shuttle busses (school is out) 
between the parking lot by the railroad station 
and the parking lot behind the stores, running 
every 15 minutes. 

The crowd was smaller than prior years because 
the Village, in all its wisdom, had ordered the 
bleachers—which have been present in all prior 
games—be removed from along the first base line. 
There is an overhead telephone and electric line 
_ that runs parallel to that line but behind those 
bleachers. I think the Village ordered the bleachers 
down because they felt a foul ball might cause a 
problem with the wires. 

It has not happened since 1948, or even before, 
but I’m told that centuries back the lines came 
sizzling down one time when the English settlers 
and the Indians played a game back in 1658. So 
now, for the first time, you either stood or sat on 
folding chairs you brought. Next year we should 
have people bring more folding chairs, or we 
should bring back the bleachers and have the 
spectators sign a waiver stating they are there at 
their own risk and would then be free to sit in the 
bleachers. 

Commentary for the game from Juliet Papa, 
Anthony Cafaro, Fred Graver and Josh Brandman 
was especially witty and informative this year. 
They contributed mightily to the fun. 

I was told after the game that the number of 
batters allowed in the hitting orders had been 
increased from 9 to 12. Nobody noticed the 
difference, everybody who wanted to play got to 


do so, and it was a great idea. 

As for the game, first the Artists went ahead, 
then the Writers. At the end of six, the score was 
tied at 6 to 6 after Pfund’s towering home run. But 
in the seventh, Chris Wragge hit a home run and 
in the eighth a double by Russell Blue followed by 
four singles broke the game open for the win for 


the Artists. In the bottom of the ninth, the Writers . 


struck back with a home run by Alec Sokolow, but 
it was too little too late. 

This 2019 game was the 50th anniversary of my 
first appearance in the game. In 1969, I played for 
the Artists and at one point slid safely into second. 


It is so reported in the 2019 program. I have 
no recollection of that slide, but I do remember 
presidential candidate Eugene McCarthy playing 
second base and wearing a T-shirt and shorts that 
day. He was working in New York as a book editor 
at that time. After a tough catch, his pants split 
up the back. He had no other shorts to replace 
them with, so he just played the rest of the game 
that way.

“There were kites made out of inflatable rubber 
tubes, Chinese dragon kites, long Japanese kites 
with forty foot tails and many, many homemade 
kites consisting of seaweed, saranwrap, cloth 
and magic marker or other materials.”—Dan’s 
Papers, August 8, 1978. 


orty-one years ago on a sunny afternoon, 
the Dan’s Papers Kite Fly debuted on Peter’s 
Pond Beach in Sagaponack. A week later, a brief 
report about it appeared in Dan’s Papers as 
a caption beneath a collage of photographs of 
the kites constructed by the winning entrants. 
“About 200 people attended this event and 21 of 
them received prizes for their imaginative kites. 
The ‘kite’ at top left, by the way, was a large rock 
with a face painted on it. It won the award in the 
‘Most Relaxed’ category. Also, the USA Water Ski 
Club in Hampton Bays was incorrectly identified 
in the article subsequently written about the kite 
fly. We would like to correct their name here.” 
This event has been taking place ever since, 
one of the longest continually running events 
in the Hamptons, and this year it continues to 
be held free of charge for you and your kids on 
Saturday, August 24, at Sagg Main Beach in 
Sagaponack. You've heard of the Running of the

We have over 30 yearsot experience in providing the per fe 


first Dan’s Papers Kite Fly, we also found talented 
professionals who offered up their services. 
Gerald Hacquebard, a world famous professional 


kite-flying expert, gave a demonstration of 


coordinated flight including 45-mile-an-hour 
dives and 30-mile-an-hour climbs. A magician 
with a red-lined black cape came—the children 
surrounded him—and he did tricks. We had 
Strauss’s “Blue Danube Waltz” on a loud speaker, 
10 minutes long and played over and over as our 
four judges mingled in the crowd to give away 21 
First Prizes in 21 categories to people holding the 
ends of strings. 

Judges back then included painter Priscilla 
Bowden, art gallery dealer Elaine Benson and 
painter Jack Youngerman. Two people on 
horseback trotted down to the top of the dune to 
watch the competition from the Topping Horse 
Farm. And the water-skiers flew by offshore. 
Dan’s Papers volunteers served lemonade and 
Saratoga Spring Water and gave away toys, comic 
books and First Prize certificates. Even Mother 
Nature helped. The fly occurred during a strong 
wind and a wild ocean with 10-foot slow rollers. 

This year, the prizes and surprises remain 
about the same; though we now live music, a 
group of face painters and other gifts and a 
number of prizes to give away.

Currently, the beautiful park is quite simple, 
and Mulcahy thinks that’s just fine.

how people use it. It’s one of the best sunset spots

Landscape architect Edmund Hollander does 
have plans for the space, including a raised dining 
grove, a weather station, literary walk and book 
lending stand (inspired by the park’s namesake 
legendary author), bird watching tower, small 
amphitheater and boardwalk. But these plans are 
not necessarily set in stone, and Mulcahy hopes 
the community will offer suggestions. 

“T like the idea of the public having the input 
into it,” says Mulcahy, who plans to raise funds 
to continue to develop the park with the help 
of the Sag Harbor Partnership, which has been 
instrumental in the renovation of the Sag Harbor 
Cinema Arts Center “I am going to continue to 
champion it. We’re going to take it slowly and

VW ith hundreds of self-help books lining the shelves 
of local bookstores, and hundreds of thousands 
more online, finding the one that’s right for you can 
be a daunting task. You could try each one to see what 
works, or you can simply read one book written by 
someone who spent the better part of a decade trying 
every “fix” from the SIBO diet to the Artist’s Way to 
the KonMari Method. Written by celebrity ghostwriter 
and New York Post columnist Stephanie Krikorian, 
Zen Bender: A Decade-Long Enthusiastic Quest to Fix 
Everything (That Was Never Broken) is a hilarious, 
relatable “anti-self-help” book that turns the new age 


wellness industry on its head as its author learns to bet 


on herself. 

After losing her job as a TV news producer during the 
2008 recession, Krikorian found a career in celebrity 
ghostwriting. For each self-help book project she took,

like a method actor, repeating the process with each 
new assignment. After a while, she wasn’t reading 
just for work—she was hooked. “I started reading 
more, because I found them helpful,” she says. “Then 
I started seeking out experts, coaches, gurus, healers 
and all kinds of things for a couple of reasons, but it 
started as an occupational hazard.”

“When you 
get shaken, everything moves, and 
it’s hard to see what’s really wrong, 
and you start grasping at all these 
opportunities to fix it,” Krikorian says, 
looking back on her self-help circuit. 
A dating seminar she attended later, 
which told her she needed to keep her 
hair long and shiny so men would think 
she’s fertile, undoubtedly confirmed 
her epiphany. 

Krikorian explains that writing 
Zen Bender, her first-ever solo book, 
was a very different process from 
her ghostwriting projects. “There’s 
less personal stake in the game when 
you're writing someone else’s book,” 
she says. “They're in tears sometimes,

Though she admits to stressing out over her own 
work due to numerous revisions and an unfortunately 
timed kitchen remodel running concurrently. “This 
book about letting go became an exercise in letting go, 
because I had all of this construction going on and I’m 
freaking out. Everything that could’ve gone wrong in 
the writing process that I had witnessed writing other 
people’s books, went wrong.” 

If she hadn’t moved to the Hamptons, Krikorian isn’t 
certain the book would’ve been written at all. Having 
rented in Springs before, she decided to buy the house 
across the street after selling her grand New York City 
apartment. “It was never the plan to do the full time 
thing, and it ended up being the prescription that I 
had been chasing all along. I just didn’t know it until 
it happened,” she says. “It was 
peace that I really wanted and 
the Hamptons provides peace in 
many ways.” 

While Krikorian describes Zen 
Bender as witty anti-self-help, 
she doesn’t wish to “slaughter 
all the sacred cows,” instead 
opting to take away one lesson 
from each book and teaching 
she tried out, in an effort to find 
her balance and avoid ceding 
power to any one ideology. “It’s 
meant to be humor, but there is 
takeaway,” she says. “I learned 
to bet on me.” gi

Happy Accidents of the Culinwaw Word on the East End 


o you know that Champagne was made 

by mistake? How about that gazpacho 
was a quick fix for hungry soldiers? Check out 
these unlikely origin stories for some of your 
favorite foods. 

During the summer months, gazpacho is a 
common menu item but delicious nonetheless. It 
is not terribly difficult to imagine why gazpacho 
is popular in the hotter months. Necessity, the 
mother of invention, is not known for subtlety. 
If it’s too hot for soup...have cold soup. However, 
the story of gazpacho’s invention goes a bit beyond 
temperature. The dish was originally intended 
as a way to make use of stale bread, which was 
ground up to serve as a thickening agent. Roman 
soldiers were known to carry stale bread, garlic 
and vinegar with them to create an early version of 
the chilled soup. However, the Andalusian region 
of Spain is credited with popularizing gazpacho. 
Originally, the dish consisted of stale bread, olive oil, 
garlic and water or vinegar ground to a liquid with a 
mortar and pestle. If available, almonds or vegetables 
were included in the blend. Today, it has become 
typical to include tomatoes and bell peppers, though 
watermelon and mango make frequent appearances. 
The inclusion of stale bread, even bread crumbs or 
croutons is losing popularity in today’s gazpachos. 
Many chefs opt for avocado as a flavor-neutral and 
gluten-free thickening agent. The Yellow Cab Tomato 
Gazpacho at American Beech in Greenport does 
just that, and comes topped with avocado, radish 
and lobster. 

The current version of the Bloody Mary was created 
in 1934 at the St. Regis Hotel’s King Cole Bar. Though 


the original iteration of the beverage was invented in 
France and then perfected for the United States, the 
drink has English. roots. It is believed that Fernand 
Petiot named the drink for Mary I, known to Protestants 
of the time as Bloody Mary. She earned the nickname 
for having nearly 300 subjects who refused to recant 
their allegiance to the Church of England burnt at 
the stake. Fascinating as its etymology was, - Petiot’s 
clientele in New York did not find the vodka and 
tomato juice cocktail as appetizing as their Parisian 
counterparts, and complained it was bland. Petiot 
appeased them by adding lemon, cayenne, Tabasco, 
black pepper and, most importantly, Worcestershire 
sauce. Worcestershire gives Bloody Marys their savory 
umami flavor. The fermented condiment was first 
invented by English chemists John Wheeley Lea and 


William Perrins, in an attempt to replicate a 
recipe brought back to England by the Governor 
of Bengal. After several months of fermentation, 
the chemists tasted the mix and found it was 
delicious. You can enjoy a classic Bloody Mary at 
Billy’s, By the Bay in Greenport, whose “Crabby 
Mary’ is topped not just with olives, but an entire 
fried soft shell crab. 

Ice cream cones were also made as an 
inexpensive idea. The cone started as a wafer 
cookie bowl crafted by Syrian concessioner Ernest 
Hamwi during the 1904 World’s Fair. The ice 
cream cone has changed and evolved since then, 
but at the time it was revolutionary. Find some 
unique cones at Shock Ice Cream in Westhampton 
Beach, whose cones come adorned with anything 
from cotton candy to googly eyes. 

For those who prefer a liquid dessert, Pierre’s 
in Bridgehampton is worth a visit. They offer 20 
different types of sparkling wine by the bottle. As 
you sip, consider that your drink was invented by 
mistake. Before the region of Champagne was known 
for their sparkling wine, it was an underdog wine 
region trying to compete with Burgundy. The winters 
in Champagne were far colder, and would cause 
barrels in underground cellars to stop fermenting 
prematurely. By the time the weather became warm 
again, the wine would already be in bottles. The change 
in temperature would awaken the dormant yeast cells, 
and fermentation would begin again, releasing carbon 
dioxide in the process. The weaker bottles shattered 
from the pressure of this gas. Those that survived made 
the region famous.

S(hop) Talk with Noxth Fork Brewing Company 


ocated on 2nd Street off the main drag of downtown 

Riverhead, North Fork Brewing Company is a 
hidden gem of the East End craft brewing scene. 
Co-owners and cousins Peter Barraud and Ian Van 
Bourgondien, owe much of their farm brewery’s success 
to their own unique blend of skills and expertise. 

The pair’s connection to the East End runs deep with 
Barraud and Van Bourgondien growing up in Baiting 
Hollow and Southold, respectively. Before North Fork 
Brewing Co. came to be, Van Bourgondien worked as 
a chemist for Estée Lauder, and Barraud as a teacher 
in New Hampshire. Upon his return to Long Island, 
Barraud cut his teeth on craft beer working as a brewer 
for Moustache Brewing Company. 

Though they opened their brewery to the public last 
year, they began growing hops on Van Bourgondien’s 
family farm in Peconic in 2016. When it came time to 
decide on a location, they settled on a commercially 
zoned former firehouse in downtown Riverhead, which 
allowed them to have a production, retail and tasting 
space under one roof. Friends and family helped design 
and remodel the space into a tasting room flanked 
by hand-painted murals and a 40-foot boxed roller 
garage door. It’s difficult to ascertain what the focal 
point of the room is, with patrons’ eyes drawn to the 
white bar, tap lockers and back room full of sparkling 
brewing equipment. 

As a farm brewery, at least 60% of the hops and 
grain used in all of North Fork Brewing Company’s 
beers come from New York State. Some IPA hops are 
trademarked, and they are forced to bring them in 
from the Syracuse region of upstate, but on many of 
their ‘styles the brewers exceed these requirements, 
and say they are proud to play a part in this mission 
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NORTH FORK BREWING CO. IN RIVERHEAD 


to stimulate and support New York State agriculture. 
Barraud credits Van Bourgondien’s science and 
agricultural knowledge as integral to the business, while 
his partner praises the creativity and technical brewing 
knowledge Barraud brings to the operation. The pair 
looks to the intersection of science and creativity 
in beer making and agree that the combination. of 
their strengths has allowed them to be adventurous 
with the brews they sell. When pressed to decide on 
a favorite, Barraud chooses their New England IPA,

Sticky Bandit, while Van Bourgondien favors their 
German Pilsner, Hold Me Closer Tiny Lager. Were 
someone to ask them in a few weeks, their preferences 
may have changed entirely, as the pair regularly 
rotates eight of their 12 taps to reflect new styles 
and seasons. 

For both Barraud and Van Bourgondien, the brewery 
is a creative and professional dream realized. Van 
Bourgondien describes what he calls a “pinch me 
moment” one afternoon when he took notice of the 
tasting room, abuzz with beer enthusiasts. As he 
looked around the room, marveling at his brewery, 
he said to himself, “This looks like a pretty cool 
place.” The brewery seemed to have taken on a life 
of its own, belonging more to the community than to 
him and Barraud. 

Moving forward, Barraud and Van Bourgondien 
hope to maintain the large following they have 
attracted since opening. They also have their eyes 
set on expanding eastward and hope to be able to 
open a tasting room where their hops are grown in 
Peconic. Van Bourgondien explains that opening a 
new location between a farm and a winery would be 
an excellent catalyst to inspire new products and allow 
them to learn from their neighbors about innovations 
in distillation and agriculture. 

North Fork Brewing Company, located at 24 East 
2nd Street, Suite A, Riverhead, is open Wednesday 
through Sunday with extended hours on the weekends. 
The brewery is family friendly, including family 
members with four legs. If you can’t make it to the 
tasting room, you can also catch them serving up pints 
at First Fridays on Love Lane.

I may be married to a dermatologist and know how 
to protect myself, but even I miss a spot or forget 
to reapply sunscreen sometimes. As a mom, I have 
become so focused on protecting my kids that I don’t 
always do a good enough job for myself. Accidents 
happen, but if you treat your sunburn right away, you 
can help your skin recover without too much damage. 


Here are the Derm Wife’s post—sun 
emergency repair tips. 
|. Stick to a gentle cleanser. After a day at the 
beach, you may be covered in sunscreen and sand. 
You may be tempted to scrub the skin, but that’s a 
big no-no if you have a sunburn. Especially if the skin 
is burned, it is extremely sensitive, so stick to gentle 
cleansers rather than scrubs to remove buildup from 
the day without damaging your skin’s Sera barrier.

home, then Dr. Z recommends sticking to a light lotion 
or gel moisturizer. They moisturize without forming 
a heavy seal that -blocks heat from being released 
from the skin. 


. Calm the inflammation. UV light from the sun 
weakens our collagen, leading to wrinkles and harm 
to our skin cells, causing skin cancers. All of this, 
my husband explains, is the result of free radicals. 
Free radicals are like tiny bombs that explode in 
the skin, damaging everything around them. Enter 
antioxidants, which absorb the energy from those free 
radicals and help defuse the bomb. I regularly use a 
vitamin C-containing serum every morning, but make 
sure to put on an extra dose after a sunburn to help 
counteract the effects of the sun. Vitamin C also blocks 
production of extra pigment in the skin and can ward off 
pesky sunspots. 

4. Inside-out and outside-in. We do everything 
we can to repair the skin on the outside, but we actually 
can do more from the inside as well. Damaged skin can 
mean dehydration, so make sure to drink lots of water. 
Also, Dr. Z recommends an aspirin or other NSAID 
to help calm inflammation from the inside out. Of 
course, only do this if your doctor says they are safe for 
your health. 

5. DIY options. If you find yourself at home 
completely unprepared with no moisturizer in the 
house, don’t worry. Just by opening your refrigerator, 
you still can treat your skin. One DIY recipe I have 


tried is a cool milk compress. Simply pour milk in a 
bowl with ice cubes and soak a washcloth in it.

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SOUTHAMPTON HISTORICAL MUSEUM 


BOOK OF POETRY BY GRACE CLARK NEWTON 


nce the Long Island Rail Road was extended to 
Southampton in 1870, the town changed from a 
sleepy agricultural area to a fashionable vacation area 
for the wealthy. Summer “cottages” began to be built, 
with a pretense of rural simplicity. But, inevitably, 
country charm began to give way to city polish. Gilded 
Age excess moved in and beach picnics gave way to 
elaborate formal balls. Ladies arrived for the summer 
with trunkloads of gowns for social engagements, and 
the social season became just as elaborate as in the city. 
Then, a younger generation began to take over, 
and moved away from excess and formality. By 
the 1920s, the flapper was a modern girl who liked 
cocktails and cigarettes and had no time for corsets 
and formality. 
The women in the Southampton Historical Museum’s 
latest exhibit were Southampton’s trendsetters,

admired by all and lavishly written about in the 
society columns. “This exhibit reveals little known 
or forgotten histories of 13 prominent women who 
influenced life in Southampton during its Gilded Age,” 
says Tom Edmonds, executive director of the museum. 
“Costumes from the museum’s collection are also on 
display, which range from a silk day dress with a bustle 
from the 1880s to a dance dress worn by a young 
flapper during the 1920s,” 

You'll meet the Cyder triplets, who made their 
society debut in 1900. They became the talk of New 
York, appearing on magazine covers and in much ink 
in New York social columns. The Cryder oceanfront 
summerhouse is now gone, but their presence is 
memorialized by Cryder Lane. 

Grace Clarke Newton was an accomplished poet 
and a member the East End equestrian set where her 
husband, Richard Newton Jr, was Master of the Suffolk 
Hounds. After her premature death, Richard, a well 
known artist, illustrated Poems in Passing, a collection 
of her poetry. 

Janet “Nettie” Hoyt was credited in 1887 as the force 
responsible for “starting the fashion of cottage life at 
Southampton.”She lured William Merritt Chase to 
Shinnecock Hills to start a school, where his students 
set up their easels, 

As a young woman, Ruth Wales summered in 
Southampton before she fell in love with Henry Francis 
du Pont and became the mistress of Winterthur, the 
magnificent du Pont home in Delaware that became 
a world-renowned museum of American furniture. 
She and Henry were married in June 1916. Ruth and
